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Clinic Proposed For Area 


The John Hale Medical Society, a group of Negro and 
white physicians that practice mainly in the Hunters Point 
and Western Addition areas has submitted a proposal to the 
OEO for funding ofa 1.5 million dollar research and planning 
project that will provide free medical care to the residents. 

Dr. Claude W. Mitchell recently completing a tour of the 
nation’s community health clinics in Chicago, Boston, New 
York City and Denver said his group plans a clinical facility 
for the Hunters Point area that will meet some of the im- 
mediate health needs for this area, 

Mitchell stated that his group originally requested 1.5 
million dollars for the population of Hunters Point, but after 
traveling around the country, he has discovered that this fund 
is actually inadequate. Consequently, plans are being made 
to acquire 3 to 4 million dollars to set up an on-going clinical 
facility. 

The San Francisco Housing Authority has promised the 
group the use of three buildings totaling 25,000 square feet. 
The EOC (ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL) has agreed 
to renovate the buildings for suitable medical consideration

stated Mitchell. 
FIFTY TO BE EMPLOYED FROM COMMUNITY 
The program as proposed is a very comprehensive pro= 
gram, designed to provide speedy and efficient clinical, and 
emergency services. Presently planned the program includes 


10 full time physicians, and from 50 to 85 health aides. 


The health aids will be recruited from the community 
and will receive training for about three months. They will 
be paid a salary of $4,500 yearly. The program will introduce 
an innovation to San Francisco in clinical services in the 
idea of providing a bus service to the residents to and from 
the clinic 24 hours daily. For this job of transporting patients, 
there will be five drivers hired.to conduct the service around 
the clock. 

One of the pressing needs in the area is the need for an 
emergency facility. The clinic as proposed will fulfill this 
need, said Mitchell, and provide one physician, one nurse, 
and one health aide on a night shift. 

Also planned is a matching mental health facility with 
two psychiatrists, one psychologist, two psychiatric social

workers, and four neighborhood health aides. 

Mitchell found that throughout the country the community 
clinics were sponsored by several agencies, thus allowing 
for more security in the funding. The OEO funding is usually 
done on a year’s basis, with a five year guarantee. How- 
ever, after the five years the program is supposed to be self- 
sustaining. In the event the program is not self-sustaining 
the government is likely to refund, but no firm commitments 
have been made on this matter by the government. 

One of the reasons for acquiring funding from several 
agencies is the caution against putting all the eggs in one 
basket. 

The program as proposed allows the community to have 
control over it. The governing body will be composed of ten 
community members and five physicians, 

There seems to be an urgency in getting the program 
organized. The word is that the program is coming to the area 
and Washington has already made plans. Therefore if there 
is no corporate group to sponsor the program, the public 
health department will take it over.

‘‘Your public acknowledgement”? the HPTU says of the 
various leaders concerning their grievances, ‘‘will attest 
to your desire to recognize your individual civic 
responsibility.” 


The appeal went to all anti-poverty groups, civil rights 
organizations, the headquarters of major religious denomina- 
tions, local and city wide civic organizations, political organ- 
izations, various elected officials in city-county, state and 
national government, prominent lawyers and even labor unions.

Recently the San Francisco Grand Jury all but recom- 
mended the disbanding of the San Francisco Police Community 
Relations Unit. 


Interestingly enough, one of the members and leaders 
of that jury was an organizer in the ill fated rightwing 
rally of police and firemen held recently on the steps of City 
Hall. The radical overtones of that particular rally have died 
down, but obviously the theme marches on. 


Unfortunately there are a number of men with the police : 
force who look with great fear and anxiety upon the Police — 
Community Relations Unit. Their envy is heightened by the 
plain fact that the unit has been a growing success. 


As there are many ways to skin a cat, so to there are 
many ways to ‘get the Community Relations Unit’. One might 
just be to hit at one of its officers. And just by more than 
coincidence such was the case, it seems, in the hearings 
involving Officer Lindsay Crenshaw. In this case, not only 
was the initial blast against the officer filled with overtones 
regarding his unit, but in the release to the press, it was 
the first thing anyone saw. 


To cite what the accomplishments of the Police Community 
Relations Unit have been would be to merely repeat again a 
success story.

You have probably written a letter that many people 
‘besides you would like to have the answer to. There is much 
to learn from a visit to Planned Parenthood and it is difficult 
to remember all of it after just one vist. 

There are several things you can do: 

You can go back to Planned Parenthood any time and 
listen to the nurses lecture again. The fee that you paid at 
your first visit entitles you to return as often as you need 

* to for a whole year, 

You can call or come in to talk alone to the nurse or 
other medical staff members at Planned Parenthood to clear 
up any misunderstandings. Planned Parenthood workers are 
there to help you and to make certain that you understand 
exactly how to use your chosen method of birth control. 

Patients are usually given written instruction sheets 
telling you how to take the pill, how to use the foams or 

« jellies or diaphragm, or what to expect if you have had the 
Loop inserted. If you have any questions about these, our 
staff can clear them up and perhaps give you other booklets 
to read that will make ae clearer.

; How can I tell my teenage daughters about sex? They 
are thirteen .and fifteen and I don’t know how much they have 
heard from their friends. 

Mother of Teenagers 
Dear Mother of Teenagers, 

Many people don’t talk to their children about sex because 
they don’t know how to begin or don’t know énough about the 
subject themselves to be accurate and to present the facts 
clearly. There is alittle book on the subject which I think 
would be. most helpful to you. It can be bought at many 
bookstands and at-Planned Parenthood, too, andcosts 35 cents. 
It is called ‘What To Tell Your Children About Sex’’. I would 
like to suggest that you read it first yourself and then read it 
with your girls and talk things over with them as you go along. 

: This is something. we take up in our discussion groups 
and these I’m sure would be very helpful and interesting for 
you and.your girls. Please call me and Ill tell you where 
groups are meeting now. 

Now let’s start at the beginning and outline what children 
and teenagers have a right to know: ; 

Children, very young children, even at two and three 

> years of age will begin to notice that their bodies are different 
from those of the opposite sex and different from their 
grownup mother and father. And they will ask questions that 
should be answered in a straight-forward and honest manner. 
If you say, ‘‘PIl tell you when you’re older,’’ or, ‘‘I’ll tell 
you some other time,’ and you blush and look embarrassed, 

“the child will know he has asked something that you don’t 
want to talk about. He may forget about it for a while, or he 
may ask someone else. The answers that young children get 
from someone else may be all mixed up with false ideas 

furthermore, you as the parent have missed the first 

ortunity to encourage your child to come to you when he 
wants to know important matters about his body. Later on he 
will want to know. where babies come from, where he came 

‘ from, and a host of other things. If you have answered his 
first questions satisfactorily for him, he will come to you 
with his next ones, too. 

At each stage of childhood children will ask questions 
which will need to be answered. We are all born and that’s 
what makes this all so interesting. It is best to tell a child 
truthfully and clearly all he wants to know, but not more than 
he can understand, 

Now that your girls are teenage they undoubtedly know a 
great many facts. If they have been in the habit of coming to 
you with their questions when they were little then your 
present job of preparing them for their own sex lives could 
be another parent-daughter talk which you could start-by 
discussing necking, going steady, menstruation, or preg- 
nancy. If you have not talked with your girls all along the way 
and answered their questions at each stage of their develop- 
ment, it may be harder to have them be frank with you now. 
But it is very important that you do talk with them now. Our

We need an organ to let our people know that we are 
not engaged in a futile fight, because we see no immediate 
changes, We must not minimize the efforts of the sincere, 
who make attempts to change the plight of the poor, for the 
Seriousness of our conditions demands that we give recog= 
nition to the smallest efforts, and every little bit helps. 
And before we can expect the establishment or any outside 
agency to give credence to our efforts we must first re~ 
spect them, and to this job the Spokesman is dedicated, 


To the ,outside world we are unknown, We are pub- 
licized only when there is violence, and conflice, conse- 
quently we have only a negative image. The Spokesman 
is dedicated to lifting the image of this area by printing 
the truth, and to date we have been successful, recent 
local, and national publications have evidenced this point, 
Also I point out that this newspaper is widely read by out~ 
Siders, and we are constantly acknowledged as being the 
only means by which outsiders have knowledge of what is 
going on in this community, 


Again my only wish here is to express the significance 
of this organ, and that it is greatly needed by this com- 
munity, It is much too valuable to be taken for granted, It 
is not just a newspaper, It is our newspaper,

The black man in this country has gone through two 
stages of leadership, and is now entering the third stage, 
During the first two stages the black man has been pol- 
itically unsophisticated, and has been ‘used’ by-all ele- 
ments of the power structure. In the third stage, which we 
are moving quickly toward at this time, the stage at which 
we will attain political sophistication and maturity, _ 

“During the first stage, the embroyo stage, the white 
man spoke from the black man, An example of this was 
the Abolishonists, who were the white crusaders for the 
rights of the black man, The black man, when he supposedly 
attained his freedom from physical slavery, had been trapped 
into another type of slavery, a mental slavery. He thanked 
a certain element of white men for giving him his free- 
dom--a freedom that he was born with--before it had been 
snatched by another element of white men, 

Therefore, we had the dichotomy of the good white 


man and the bad white man, The good white man was for us, - 


and we never questioned his reasons, and we gave our total 
allegiance, We had been trapped into slavery again. This 
time with a slave mentality, 

Frederick Douglas, W.E,B, DuBois, Marcus Garvey, and 
others, the white man allowed the black man to develop 
into the second stage of leadership, The militants had forced 
him to abandon his position of directly speaking for black 
people, and now he adopted the position of the liberal, In 
this position, he spoke indirectly to the black people, 

If we examine this situation closely, we will find that 
the second stage was more intolerable than the first stage. 
The white man spoke for the black man, through his hand 
picked black ‘so-called’? leaders, The names for these 
leaders are ‘Uncle Toms’ or “house-nigger,’? or ‘‘hand~ 
kerchief head,”’ This is the stage of leadership that we 
are trying to move from at this time, 

This second stage of leadership is so intolerable, be~ 
cause it sends a black man to do a job on his black brothers 
and sisters, The black brothers and sisters who are vice 
timized are led to believe that this no racism, because a 
black man has done it, But, behind that Smokescreeu, he 
has done it for the white man, 

This second stage of leadership is so intolerable, be~ 
cause it sets up a few black men as Almighty leaders, and 
for given them this mantle of leadership, requires that they 
stand quietly by, or sometimes actively participate, while the 
majority of black people are getting the works, As Malcolm 
X said; ‘they identify more with the man than the man 
identifies with himself,’’ 

A militant grassroots leader told me one time--*«That 
you used to be able to tell an Uncle Tom by. the bandana 
around his head, but now he has a college sheepskin in his 
back pocket, and a brief case, and is more insidious,’ 
The shackles of the slave mentality have to be broken, 
as we move into the third stage of our leadership devel~ 
opment, 

The third stage of our development, thestage that we 
are moving toward at this. time, is where the black man 
will pick the black leaders that will speak for the black 
man, These black leaders will not speak for any white ele- 
ment, This is not to say that there will be no coalitions with 
white elements at a future date, but if there are, they will 
be on equal terms, The black man who is the leader, will be 
responsible to the black masses who gave him this mandate 
of leadership, Sometimes this is called black nationalism, 
but it can also be called political sophistication, 


A Professional's Comments On The Problem of Professionals Working In The 


- Low-Income Community 


An area representative told me that she had been critical 
of an EOC supported management study. A questionnaire 
had been mailed to Area Board members and staff requesting 
that certain personal data, salary, job, etc., be filled in 
and returned, When asked by the EOC research staff to tell 
why she opposed the survey, she felt «put on the spot,’’ 
Her main reasons for opposing it were that many of the ques- 
tions were offensive, and that the purpose and methods of 
the survey were unclear, She was left with the feeling that 
she had not been quite understood by the ‘professional?’ 
researcher, 

This is a typical problem, The professional is skilled 
at putting the community resident on the spot, putting the 
responsibility on the resident to develop new ideas, 

One way professionals can begin is by recognizing, con- 
sidering and analyzing the criticism of the community, Let’s 
See how we can fit our problem-solving method to what the 
people want, rather than fit what the people want to our 
method, 

Many professionals do not really know what it means 
to work directly with the community and there are varying 
interpretations, Some think that they must LOOK like the 
people in the community, This, if working with the low-income 
community, they start buying clothes at second hand stores, 
Others think it’ means living in the community, so they pick 


up their belongings and move, (SNCC and SDS have used this 
successfully in organizing the ghetto.) Still others think it 
means talking like they think low-income people talk, so they 
start using slang or dirty words, It may mean all these 


things. It may also mean listening to what low-income . 


people are really saying and tuning in on what is actually 
going on in the community. The next step involves planning 
for short term action at the same time relevant informa- 
tion can be gathered for continuing analysis, action and 
evaluation, 

For example, when the non-professional staff say: 
‘‘your staff training program doesn’t make sense and has 
no meaning to us,’? don’t respond with ‘‘You just want im~ 
mediate gratification and you can’t be trained overnight,?’ 


Instead, say ‘Okay, the training program doesn’t make sense 


to you, then let’s change it so it meets your perceptions af 
the situation, so that it does make sense to you.’”? Such a 
direction would be a natural result of an accurate assess~ 
ment of ‘‘where the staff is,’? 

Recently in outlining a staff training program for com- 
munity workers, the professional trainer insisted on begin~ 
ning the program with ‘background and historical’? infor- 
mation, He insisted on this approach although he had been 
told that the community workers had previously objected 
to such an approach, saying that they wanted specific train-

ing on how they could improve their skills, The trainer’s 
response was, ‘‘you just can’t start in the middle, the staff 
won't be ready unless you start at the beginning with back- 

ground information on the anti-poverty program,’’ He wa 
guilty of inaccurately assessing «where the staff was?’ and 
failing to consider their wishes, He failed to relate to the 


‘fact that many community workers had been on the staff 


for over a year, Many had participated in Citizens United 
Against Poverty, the organization which achieved the pres- 
ent structure and organization of the anti-poverty program, 
In addition, daily they are faced with actual situations 
where they need to exercise certain skills and this is the 
area in which they see their most critical need, By dis~ 
regarding their wishes the trainer ran the risk of losing 
the interest of the staff before he got around to teaching 
what they really wanted to learn, 

The foregoing comments are based on a recognition 
that the skills of professionals are desperately needed in the 
ghetto, The low-income community needs professionals who 
would use their superior knowledge and their wealth of 
skills in making a real contribution by developing new and 
imaginative ways of approaching the solution to the problems 
of the ghetto. LET’S DEVELOP WAYS WHICH ARE BASED 
ON WHERE THE PEOPLE REALLY ARE AND NOT ON 
WHERE WE THINK THE PEOPLE OUGHT TO BE! 
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THE WAR ON POVERTY AND THE POOR 


As with the expectation of the Great Society, the so- 
called war on poverty best demonstrates the monumental 
promise it was contrived to be. That is, ‘if better lies are 
to be told, and carried out, the war on poverty will be doing 
its part.’ 

The anti-poverty program has only been, at best, a 
temporary clemency to the misery of the ghetto for a very 
fortunate few. To argue that some children have benefitted 
from free baby sitting and given warm lunches while their 
mothers were getting birth control information is only to cite 
the token services which other well established institutions 
should have been doing all the time. In essence then, anti- 
poverty is only delaying the pain of poverty and thereby 
prolonging the suffering for those few out of millions that 
are so furtunate as to know what is coming off. 

By~-in-large the greatest single amount of personal profit 
is being gained by well paid administrators andprofessionals 
in control of a great majority of programs. The average 
little poor man doesn’t know or feel anything (and-possibly 
he is better off for-that) and could care less. Most ghetto 
dwellers have heard the lies before--while others got fat 
off of so-called charities and social services--he bides his 
time, ‘But come the revolution’ as the saying goes... .? 

The desparate need is a revolution to prevent further 

revolts. Not the band-aids that have been coming out of 
Washington. 

The majority of all programs have been in the hands 
of politicians and social professionals. Funds have been used 
to supply additional patronage for incumbent political organ- 
izations. While in some places poor community control and 
benefit has been blocked or used by-so-called ‘‘Uncle Tom’? 
type politicians who wisely see that their own power would 
be overthrown if little people ever become literate enough 
to become even wiser and put them out of office and a job. 
Then, of. course, there are the best havens of monies for 
professionals, ‘do-gooders’, such as ‘‘Negro experts’’, 
“Minority authorities’’, and other frustrated social workers, 
researchers and the like who are looking for some therapy 
for their guilt and a proving ground to experiment with their 
own brand of paternalism. The war on poverty welcomes them. 

Although some well meaning programs have discovered 
the obvious fact that the existing professional social work 
bureaucracy has been stifled by its own mechanism and needs 
overhaul, little is done about it. Most such social institu- 
tions as a result of the war on poverty monies have been 
vastly expanded, creating and supporting or enhancing hun- 
dreds of positions for public and private welfare operatives. 
The tragic aspect here is that these very entities are di- 
rectly responsible in some way, shape or form for sustain- 
ing some of the very problems the war on poverty faces. 
That is, in order to stay in business, such agencies must 
keep people in poverty. And, their obsessive need play an 
overted mother or father role pie contributes to the 
social jailing of millions. 

One fact overlooked is that even i aty local participa- 
tion in the anti-poverty programs, suchas Community Action, 
by the poor, the wrong people are trying to right a situation 
they did not create. That is like asking a person who is being 
‘starved to death to ‘stop starving!’ while the real perpitrator 


and sustainer of poverty goes his separate way. The true 
culprits are not the poor, but rather those who keep others 
poor for their own profit. 
COMMUNITY ACTION FARCE 

The so-called guidelines for implementation of Com- 
munity Action programs have been tocal options for keeping 
out the poor from even engaging in any aspect of the pro- 
grams presented. The term ‘‘maximum feasible participa- 
tion’? has been anything from a simple majority to simply 
one-percent involvement in local decision and policy making. 
Though the original ieea was good, it has deliberately been 
ignored by both Washington and regional war on poverty 
offices. Any so-called degree of administration along these 
lines has been forfeited, either by design or because of 
simple thoughtlessness. 

In some localities, the program has been so reluctantly 
administered by those not just of a conservative inclination, 
who.consider the whole thing as ‘socialism’, butby those more 


' anxious to perpetuate their present hand-out systems and 


social paternalism. Their whole ethical framework being 


. based on what was previously discussed. Their only answers 


to problems of poverty and the halting of further revolts 
is merely some new sort of paternalism. 

The whole criteria for operating with the white anglo 
saxon protestant ethic can be characterized in such adminis- 
trations of anti-poverty programs which call their community 
action organization: ‘‘Dependency Prevention...’ or those 
which will hire a director yet hamper him to the point of 
doeling out money for his petty cash funds. Many a sincere 
administrator has given up under these conditions. 

As if equipped with auto-distruct mechanisms, there has 
been more commonly used the method of letting the poor 
wreck their own program, either by hamstringing them in 
administration with almost ludicrous rules and methods of 
answering to the prime funding source, or limiting their 
funds in order that they can never be quite effective enough. 
Thereby they are later shown up as ‘incapable;’ ‘uereafter 
the principal politicians take over and either run it them- 
selves or eliminate it. 

As mentioned before, the fault is not just with the local 
regional direction, but with Washington themselves. The most 
fantastic hamperings have been the myrid of memos, some 
of which are probably unconstitutional in the matters they 
dictate. Such limiting practices by self-styled white fathers 
in Washington may be fine for satisfying their egoes, but 
they play hell for everyone else. One only has to read through 
the growing number of such dictatorial memos to see how 
the war on poverty is fast becoming just another solid 
bureaucracy with dedicated contempt for the poor. 

POOR PROFITS 

One tragic instance of anti-poverty abuses are the large 
inumber of social-behavioral science studies that have been 
fostered. From large corporations to individual middle- 
class students there has been a landslide of profit from the 
continued study of the poor financed with war on poverty 
money. Always there is the latent presumption that one is 
dealing with some sort of zoo animal. Minorities and the 
poor are studied and studied. Such human manipulation for 
the real sake of turning a dollar makes the slave pre-civil

Review Shows Negro 


With the increasing focus on 
the Negro, an intensified in- 
terest in his heritage has de- 
veloped, Late in 1964, a Vir- 
ginia preacher and aide to Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. along 
with several businessmen de- 
cided to incorporate and 
publish illustrated volumes on 
the Negro heritage. The com- 
pany is called Educational 
Heritage, Inc., and its initial 
publication is the Negro Heri- 
tage Library. 


It is interesting to note 
that this first publication of 
six volumes is selling for 
$255.80 to the public, and 
that reviews have indicated 
that it is far from that worth. 
The Book List, a national 
publication by the American 
Library Association has pro- 
vided an interesting and in- 
formative review of the publi- 
cation in its first issue of 
July, 1966. 


The review points out sev- 
eral shortcomings on the pub- 
lication, seven of which I would

consider deserving some spe- 
cial attention. 


In Volume 1, Profiles of 
Negro Womanhood, which con- 
tains biographies of Negro 
women, there is a significant 
reproduction of biographies 
that are readily obtainable 
from Social Services as Rus- 
sell L, Adams, Great Negroes 
past and present. 


In Volume IL Emerging 
African Natives and Their 
Leaders, only about two- 
thirds of the country is 
covered, the remainder was 
left out because it was felt 
that the American Negro had 
no ties to those parts. An 
entire volume is devoted to 
Martin Luther King with more 
than one half the book de- 
voted to a photographic his- 
tory, and much of the informa- 
tion from this volume coming 
from the published works of 
King. 


The format of the volumes 
is such that all the photo- 


graphs are presented first, 
‘nd then the type, making it 
difficult to associate the pic- 
ture with the script. 


The publication has at- 
tempted to provide a refer- 
ence library on every phase 
of American Negro life and is 
fairly successful in provid- 
ing such, the only point being 
that much of the information 
is obtainable elsewhere for 
much less than $225, 


war stories sound relatively tame. 

Therefore where anti-poverty appropriations have even 
directly benefitted some of the poor, the conception involved 
has usually been a mere extension of the old traditional wel- 
fare philosophy by which a person or family is maintained 
in subsistence by the white father ‘helping’? agency, but 
furnished no opportunity for acquiring a way in which to 
enable them to quit their dependence. 

NO SINCERE INTENT 

As has been shown, the war on poverty is deliberately 
impoverished. At most it has only spent pennies where 
hundreds of dollars are more the realistic requirement to 
seriously change the present institutionalization of poverty 
and the ghetto in our society. This is part of the evidemce 
of the belief that no one in higher responsibility really be- 
lieves in what they are doing. The continuing cutbacks for 
the sake of more napalm versus bread is no mere accident, 
it is design! The fact also that many of the OEO officials 
are close to the Department of Defense, and often former 
employees, is also no mere accident. 

At best it is a war on the poor where the focus has been 
on symptoms rather than on causes. 

All that has happened through this governmental cat 
and mouse game is to further anger and alienate the ghetto 
dweller. One very definite answer is the very wholesale 
elimination, physical and social, of the ghetto. But instead, — 
it is getting a very poor paint job while rot and decay go on 
festering inside. 

CANNED SMCKESCREENS 

While Community Action programs are being eliminated, 
the so-called canned programs continue to be refunded. 
The terrifying aspect about these programs is that they are 
such successful faflures. No doubt, that the biggest lie is 
always being perpitrated through so-called program analysis 
and propaganda. The criteria being that the most successful 
programs are those with the most correct jargon, but in 
reality say nothing. One such bandaid canned remedy is the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps, which continues to be refunded 


for the patronage it offers. Here and there young menare -- - 


bribed into believing in it, only to be given a wage near the 
bottom for such adventures as raking leaves while their 
supervisor sips wine under a nearby tree. Lucky supervisor, 
but for the youth, there is no future, only obscene promises. 
Then there is the Head Start craze which might start off 
with great ideas but leaves much to be desired. Prepping 
kids on how to live and possibly learn in white-middle- 
class society so they might be able to keep up with their 
more fortunate white brothers and sisters in other de facto- 
segregated schools is a deliberate lie. Nobody seems to 
realize that by the third or fourth grade the minority and 
poor youth are back to subnormal in their ghetto schools. 

At best the war on poverty is maintained to keep the 
loud minorities and poor busy fighting themselves and eating 
a few extra crumbs. While on the other side of the world 
the ‘American Way of Life’ is being bombed into the lives 
of other innocent and poor peoples.

Neighborhood Home & Health Care 


The Christian Welfare Society, a long standing neigh- 
borhood self-help organization, was notified last Friday that 
the O,E,O, (War On Poverty) had approved its proposal 
for a Neighborhood Home and Health Care for five months, 
The grant will total $33,500, 

~The program must now be signed by the governor 
within 30 days before operation can begin. 
' The program proposes to ‘modify the social environ- 
ment of the low-income family by assisting families to develop 


the needed motivation and capacity to take advantage of 


opportunities to improve their condition,’ The proposed pro- 
gram ‘will seek to deepen the sense of responsibility, 
confidence, knowledge and understanding on the part of 
family members by providing the needed information and 
support to help families cope with the problems of everyday 
living.’.The program rests on a number of assumptions 
including the following: 

1) The less distance, social and geographical, between 
the worker and the low-income neighborhood, the greater 
the effectiveness of the worker in helping families, 

2) People with a problem canbeused to help other people 
who have the same, 

3) The problems of poverty can best be solved by pro= 
fessionals and non-professionals working together toward 
the same ends, 

The budget will allow for the employment of 17 pro~ 
fessional and non-professional persons, This will include 


Law & Order 


The recent hearings involving the shooting at a Negro 
police officer seem to point up the desperate need for quite 
a bit of clarification concerning the competence of the Oakland 
Police Department, The fact was that on the stand before 
the San Francisco Police Commission two young men admitted 
contemplating, threatening with firearms and then going 
through with an actual shooting from a moving vehicle of 
another man while he was driving down the freeway. 


Yet, only the alleged suspect that performed the actual 
Shooting was ever brought in for questioning, he was later 
released, His friend, the driver of the car and owner of 
the weapon came in himself but only for questioning, Neither 
men, who have since admitted to the alleged assault and so 
on, have ever been, as yet indicted (according to testimony), 
In fact, the shotgun has, according to testimony, never been 
seen by the police, and has since been cleaned, 


What is the catch? One easy answer, which seems 
almost too fantastic, yet true is that the driver of the car 
at which the two young white men shot was a Negro, and a 
Negro policeman to boot, 


Have the Oakland Police done anything? Yes they have; ° 


not what you might suspect, but they have done something, 
They have cooperated (obviously with another police depart- 
ment) in gathering evidence against the very policeman 
who was shot as an indirect and alleged sidelight to the in- 
cident of the shooting. The policeman, who has since re~ 
Signed, was being charged allegedly with various conduct: 
unbecoming to an officer by the San Francisco Police 
Department, 


Now in a town whose officials champion the Birch slogan, 
“Support Your Local Police Force,’’ there seems to be 
all too clearly another reason, by their own action, or lack 
of it, for some kind of review of such unusual activities, 
What, one might ask, would have happened if the officer 
had been hit by the shot? What, also one might ask, would 
have happened if the officer had died? 


‘To put it briefly and bluntly, what are the motives 
that are really involved in this whole case? The fact that a 
man’s life is more than just threatened, the fact that many 
laws are broken, not to mention his civil rights, obviously, 
in the eyes of some is of no consequence, As one might exe 
pect from some ignorant white Southern backwoods law- 
maker~breaker, jes’ no mind, only one of them got shot 
at,?” 


Cries of police review by citizen’s groups has not been 
a new thing in Oakland, There are a multitude of stories 
which describe alleged ‘police brutality’? and so on, It’s 
interesting that in the past year these pleas have been made 
by even moderates, Representatives to their local War On 
Poverty board did more than just talk, But in the main 
their actions were blocked by a more conservative city 
council, 


Nor has the fantastic ‘been very’ unique. in Oakland, not.

Comfort, was arrested, charged and convicted of ‘crime 
inal conspiracy’ growing. out of a demonstration against 
the almost totally sacrosanct Oakland Tribune, whose rightist 
leanings speak for themselves, 

Right wing extremists would have us believe that the 
‘carte blanche’ label be put to the term: ‘eSupport Your 
Local Police Force,’? That is, ‘support them come what 
may’. ‘Such an attitude is the utmost in irresponsibility 
(its not hard to prove that rightists are often irrespon~ 
sible), But, just what is the ‘rule of law?’ What is it as prace 
ticed by a police force? Or has it often been abandoned 
by some police? That is, does the particular enity charged 
with keeping law and order really know what it is doing? 
Or are we dealing more with appearances? Are we more 
concerned with retribution tha justice? Are we more con- 
cerned with satisfying one particular segement of society 
and its particular mores in total contrast to another? 

Our courts have been more involved in impartiality, 
So much so, some people think, that certain steps need to 
be taken to restore their particular concept of ‘law and 
order.’ Conspicious among the opponents of the courts are 
such persons charged with keeping law and order as police 
chiefs, Yet one has thought that their own duty was to ade 
minister and keep law and order with some degree of im- 
partiality. To say they want their cake and eat it too may 
be corny, but that is just what a part of the problem is, 

What all this has to do with Oakland is more than just 
apparent, Oakland has often been called the «All American’ 
city and its police force praised in a like manner, Why?

stories have policemen (of this unit) gained an almost unique 
respect, A respect gained not by their firearms, nor. by their 
might, nor by tough words, nor by alleged brutality, nor 
because they were merely jolly, nor because they were Irish, 
but because they are human beings and respect others for 
being human beings. This is not to set off one particular 
unit of the police against another, just to make a point. It’s 
just that as a unit, and as a purpose, Police Communit 
Relations have been rebuilding the image of the policeman 
as a person versus the faceless cop so often associated with 
ghettoes and the inner-city. It’s not a job to envy, but a job 
that every other policeman should be thankful for. Therefore 
there is no remote reason why others should do all in their 
power to attempt to knock down the job Police Community 
Relations is going. Yet that is precisely what has been 
happening, whether by design or just plain carelessness. 

For their own sake, we hope the detracters will mend 
their ways, no one is asking them to change their politics, 
no, matter how repugnant, but to realize that their aetions 
ultimately injure themselves. The concept of community 


. relations is bigger than any one man or idea, and as a matter — 


of fact it should be the goal of all policemen.
